The ‘approach of Christmas suggests this question—Why is it 
that, in such a surprising way the spirit ‘of Goodwill completely 
overcomes ‘the world of self during this brief ‘Christmas season?

‘ Thirdly, there is the strength of religious tradition. All that 
is sacred is handed down from generation to ‘generation. Men 
who would scoff at religious doctrine, will not scoff at Christmas 
cheer. The Goodwill of Christmas is! felt by all. 

The result is, that the practical side of Christmas joins with 
one religious feeling, thousands of people separated. by conflicting 
religious views. And it is because -so many thousands of people 
all over the world are giving themselves up to the Christmas feel- 
ing that Goodwill is so widespread; . Love is the strongest thing 
there is in the world, stronger than hate, stronger than evil,—and 
the.

‘next year, with this figure increased, 
to. 300-per.cent. in certain districts. A 
slow and steady trend was more to 
- the livestock :.commis- 
sioner stated, than' a stupendous in- 
crease followed by ‘disappointment 
and drastic . reduction, . in the .size of 
herds in the province. 

F. M. Baker, of Winnipeg, repre- 
sentative of. the Industrial Meat 
Packers, reiewed the history of the 
industry in Canada, placing empha- 


-{sis on the endeavors made to partici- 


pate in the British bacon market. 
The loss of this ,market was due 
largely, Mr. Baker stated, to an in- 
suficient supply of hogs during the 
past few years. In support of this 
contention he pointed out that the! 
estimated population this year in| 
Western Canada is some 227,000 
head less than the previous year. 

An opinion that the differential 
between the bacon and puener, 
grades of hogs was insufficient to 
stimulate the production of high! 
quality carcasses was expressed by| 
several breeders. 

Elaborating upon the reasons why 
Canada is no longer a figure in the 
3ritish market, Professor J. P. Sack- 
ville, of the University of Alberta, 
stated that while Danish imports to 
Britain varied less than 10 per cent, 
those from Canada had swung be- 
tween plus 50 per cent:and minus 45. 
Fear was voiced that hog mange 
might become a formidable obstacle 
to ‘success, and breeders were urged 
to combat it as soon as it was found 
in their herds. * 

George S. Black, supervisor of 
boys’ and girls’ livestock clubs, pre- 
dicted a bright future for junior 
Swine clubs, and W. L. Gray, of Mil- 
let, presented a-report on the meet-
